NORMAL SALINE (NaCI) 0.9% Sodium Chlorid 
Classification: Electrolyte solution with a pH of 5.3 
Indications for Us : 

1 . Primary solution for intravenous infusions in all patients. 

2. Because of its high sodium content, solution is appropriate to directly and indirectly 
increase vascular fluid volume. Indirectly, the sodium content will cause an osmotic gradient 
in blood vessels to absorb water, thereby increasing volume in vessels. 

3. Increased sodium content will also replenish and stabilize interstitial sodium content 
diminished as a result of hypovolemia and hypotension. 

Precautions: 

1 . Observe patient closely for signs of fluid overload/congestive heart failure. 
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
